Many Prospective Pioneers Met to 
Consider the Means of Getting 
to Their’ Destination 


DAMPER ON PILOT'S SCHEME 


Peter Gunn, M.P.P., and Dr. Hislop Issued 
Warning Concerning Character 
of Country to be Traversed 


The pioneers who propose entering 
the Peace River country this spring 
held a meeting last evening in the 
German Hall. A new route was out- 
lined, by rail to Entwistle, north-west 
to Sturgeon Lake by wagons, and 
from there almost due west ‘to the des- 
tination. ‘The meeting: started out 
with great enthusiasm and the first 
few speakers were wildly applauded, 
as they drew word pictures of the 
veritable Garden of Eden which was 
in reach of all, But as the evening 
drew on several old-timers who knew 
the hardship and privations to be en- 
countere don the long trek, preached 
delay. They said the country was 
fully up to advance notices and words 
could hardly be found ‘to describe its 
resources and fertility, still the ‘trail 


proposed was almost beyond the en- 
deavors of man to surmount at pre- 
sent. 

John A. McDougall, M.P.P., oceu- 
pied the chair and gave a brief speech 
in which he described some of his 
own pioneer experiences. In 1873 he 
walked from Port Arthur to Winnipeg 
over the told Dawson Road, taking 28 
days to accomplish a journey that’ is 
now made by rail in 24 hours. It was 
in 1879 that Mr. McDougall met ‘the 
first Peace River settler, Lawrence, 
starting out for that wonderiul coun- 
try. 

It is said that there are a hundred 
million arces of ‘tillable soil in the 
Peace River country and the next few 
years will be record breakers in the 
way of emigration to this almost un- 
known Jand, and it depends on the 
people themselves whether they make 
good or not. The first settlers will 
get the pick of the land and oppor- 

‘ tunity to sell ‘their crops to late com- 
ers who wait until the railways build 
their branch lines and feeders to open 
up the country. Mr. ‘McDougall said 

sure this land would settle 
fast and be productive of great things. 

Indeed, if he was a few years young- 

er he would think seriously of making 
the trip himself. Ile then introduced 

Mr. Piche, editor of the Peace River 

Pilot to the audience, which by this 

time filled the German Hall to over- 

Mr. Piche was given a rous- 

ing reception. He delivered a speech 
in which enthusiasm for the Peace 

River Country and for the Pilot were 

closely entwined. He said the Leg- 
islature and city of Edmonton were 
greatly in favor of the movement and 
would do everything in their power to 
help this hardy expedition... ‘He con- 
cended that by taking the paper up 
with him and issuing bulletins detail- 
ing the march, interest would be awak 
ened across the continent and all eyes 
would be turned towards the country. 

Thirty or forty determined men 
could make the journey and assur- 

ances had been received here in ld- 

monton that enough tfreight was 
available to fill every wagon taken. 

In addition Entwistle | merchants 

would supply the expedition with 
goods at cost price. ‘To facilitate mat- 
ters Mr. Piche intended to-have an 
executive committee elected to ar- 
range final details for the trek.

City Council will Receive a Petition

Decision 


A petition signed by a large number 
of prominent citizens of Edmonton 
will be presented to the city council 
this evening requesting that the deci- 
sion at last week’s meeting in refer- 
ence to the purchase of a public lib- 
rary site be withdrawn and that the 
matter be again thrown open for dis- 
cussion. ; 

The situation at present is that the 


city council has endorsed the recom- | 


mendation of the Public Library 
Board to purchase the property on 
the north-west corner of Rice and 
Howard streets for $33,000, and that 
the city solicitor has been requested 
to draft a by-law to be submitted to 
the ratepayers. 

The object of the petition is to cause 
the council to reconsider the High 
School site. It is believed by many 
that this property is the best loca- 
tion for a library that can be found. 
Within a year, on the completion of 
the new high school, the building now 
on the property will be vacated and 
may be removed. The surroundings 
of ‘the latter location are considered 
unsurpassed, 

With the petition successful this 
evening it will mean that the Rice- 
Howard property will fall from ‘the 
hands of the Library Board. The op- 
tion will expire tonight with little 
chance of it ‘being renewed.

¢| Sewers Burst, Streets Cave In and Foun- 


dations of Buildings Threatened — 
Fifty Thousand Soldiers at 
Work 


Paris, Jan. 25.—Fifty thousand sol- 
diers, comprising the garrison of Paris, 
were placed at the disposition of the 
municipal authorities to fight the flood 
whose ravages are spreading ruin and 
consternation throughout the city. At 
8 am, the water at Pont Royal had 
touched 26 feet above low tide and 
was rising at a rate of nearly half an 
inch an hour with a prospect of the 
rise continuing until midnight. The 
damage already done is incalculable. 
The industrial life of the city is rapidly 
becoming paralyzed. Only two sec- 
tions of the subway are in operation, 
while three-fourths of the surface lines 
are tied up. Factories are shutting 
down because of lack of power due 
to electric plants being flooded, Half 
of thestelephones in the city are out 
of commission and telegraph and rail- 
road communication is demoralized. 

The disaster locally is due chiefly 
to the fact. that the whole marvelous 
underground labyrinth of the city is 
filling with water, causing sewers to 
burst, the streets to cave in, and 
threatening the foundations of build- 
ings. The weather grows worse 
rather than better and at noon Paris 
was the centre of an area of low pres- 
sure and a bitterly cold storm of rain 
and sleet was falling throughout the 
flooded regions, adding intensely to 
the suffering and homeless. The price 
of bread and other foodstuffs has also 
increased owing tio the fact that com- 
munication with the provinces is crip- 
pled. No trains from the south are 
coming beyond Choisy Le Roi. The 
depleted supply of drinking water has 
caused the greatest alarm. With the 
rising of a flood but a few inches 
higher, pumping stations still in op- 
eration must stop, and Paris, in the 
midst ‘of a miniature ocean, will be 
without water fit to drink.

Utica, N.Y., Jan. 25.—The engine of

THE SWOPE CASE 


A Remarkable Theory Advanced--Kansas 
City Awaits Developments 


Kansas City, Mo., Jan. 25.—Within 
the next few days one of the most re- 
markable murder cases ever tried will 
likely be launched. It is believed to 
be but a matter of time until an ar- 
rest will be made in the Swope mur- 
der mystery. ‘The suspect is a man 
of high social standing long promin- 
ent in) business affairs. 

The motive attributed for the crime 
is the hope of coming into the posses- 
sion of the millions left by the late 
Col. Swope, through the death of all 
the direct heirs to the estate. ‘The 
method employed by the murderer, ac- 
cording to the theory of the police, 
was to infect the victiins with typhoid 
fever germs, the baccilli having come 
from a bacteriologist, under circum- 
stances which aroused no suspicion at 
the time, as the purchaser was fami- 
liar with the use of chemicals and 
had been known to experiment with 
pathological and analytical chemistry. 

Poison is alleged tio have been em- 
ployed where the typhoid failed of the 
deadly purpose. ‘The conception of 
the plot involved greater genius than 
was ever attributed in fiction to the 
characters of Robert Louis Stevenson 
and A. Conan Doyle.

BE NUMBERED 


From First Qut to Forty-Second, 
Which is at the City 


Limits 
WORK TO BE FINISHED SOON 


The System will be Much More Conven- 
ient Than That of Having All Kinds 
of Names Attached 


The indiscriminate naming of ‘the 
streets west of Twenty-first street in 
Glenora and Westmount subdivisions 
and in the Groat Jistate has often been 
commented on as a mistake. From 
First street to Twenty-first the streets 
running north and south bear consecu- 
tive numbers as names, but west of 
Twenty-first street for six blocks to 
Park street the names are left to the 
dictates of fancy. West from Park 
street the idea of consecutive number- 
ing is again adopted and carried on 
to Fourteenth street, which is the 
western city limit save one. ‘I‘his one 
instead of being called Fifteenth bears 
the name of Carleton street. 

The city engineering department is 
now at work renaming the streets. 
The principle of uniformity will be 
adopted and when the work is com- 
pleted the streets will be consecutively 
numbered from First street to Iorty- 
second street. ‘The latter will be 
the western terminus of the streets 
within the city limits. 

A delay is caused by the “shingles” 
being not quite completed, but when 
once began ‘the change will be quickly 
effected. Notre Dame street will be- 
come T'wenty-second street; St. James 
Twenty-third; Fedward, Twenty- 
fourth; St. Catharine, ‘T'wenty-fifth; 
Groat, ‘I'wenty-sixth, and Park, Twen- 
ty-seventh, What is nQw First street 
west will become ‘T'wenty-eighth 
street. From there to the city limits 
at Forty-second street the change may 
be easily followed. 

The Commissioners in making this 
change realize that simplicity and util- 
ity are more essential than sentiment.

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THE DISASTER AT WEBBWOOD 


We are accustomed to having the 
first report of railway wrecks make 
them out more serious than they actu- 
ally were. But with that of Friday 
on the C. P. R. at Webbwood it has 
been different. ‘he more we learn 
about it, the worse it appears to have 
been, and there is little doubt that i 
will rank as the worst disaster of its 
kind in the history of Canada, It was 
much more terrific in its consequences 
than that at Wanstead, between Lon- 
don and Sarnia, about eight years ago, 
that at St George, between Hamilton 
and London in the early eighties, and 
even that at the Desjardins Canal 
near Hamilton, about the middle of the 
last century. The last of these has 
held the record up to the present, a 
train going through the bridge cross- 
ing the canal and some forty or fifty 
meeting death in much the same 
fashion as at Webbwood. 

The C. P. R. has been very fortunate 
in avoiding accidents on its lines, 
which caused great loss of life. This 
is the first that it has experienced that 
can rank with those just mentioned. 

With all the mechanical improve- 
ments which each year brings forth 
one would think that traffic would 
soon become so little dependent for its 
saftey on the intelligence and watch- 
fulness of railway employees, that 
there would be no occasion for wor- 
rying over the possibility of disaster. 
But it is evident that we have some 
distance to go before absolute security 
can be guaranteed. Along with the 
introduction of new safety divices, it 
must also be remembered, comes the 
demand for increased speed, which 
must have its penalties. It is quite 
likely that by the time one may travel 
at a hundred miles an hour along an 
old-fashioned railway line and feel 
as safe as in one’s bed, it will be 
discarded for the monorail or the aero- 
plane, each with fresh dangers for the 
traffic manager to guard against. 


A boy, William James Sidis by 
name, has entered Harvard Univer- 
sity and created quite a stir by his 
knowledge of Latin, Greek, French 
and German, and by the several mathe- 
matical theorems, which he ‘has pro- 
pounded to the professors.

If he does 
stick :o his own little cubby-hole, does 
no one ever come and tell him what's 
happening outside it? The first thing 
we know some alleged journalist will 
be referring to R. B. Bennett as a 
leading barrister and politician of Ed- 
monton.

WHY NOT WOMEN HOME- 
STEADERS? 
(Toronto Telegram)) 

A letter from a correspondent in 
Saskatchewan appears in another 
column which conveys an extremely 
valuable suggestion, none the less 
valuable becatfSe, of its novelty. It is 
that woman should be allowed under 
the law to take up homesteads in 
Western Canada. 

This correspondent points out two 
facts which are not likely to be dis- 
puted. The former of these is that 
the proportion of women to men in 
the more newly settled districts is too 
small, the latter that many men are 
restrained from settling in the west 
because they have a family of girls in- 
stead of boys. 

Suppose a man with a desire for 
the opportunities of the west has 
three dawghters instead of three sons. 
He has to face the problem of main- 
taining his daughters while he is estab- 

lishing himself, whereas sons can 
maintain themselves and participate in 
tthe richness of the country. 

Such a situation is both unfair and 
disadvantageous. A man should be 
able to endow his daughters with a 
quarter section of land apiece. If 
women shrink from the hardships of 
pioneer life the fact has not been 
noticed in the history of the west. 
Then why should they be deprived of 
participation in its rewards?

FUTURE OF 
THE HOSPITAL 


Debated at Annual Meeting and Pro- 
posal to Municipalize it Voted 
Down 


KEEN INTEREST IN MATTER 


The Officers Elected for the Year—Report 
Shows What has Been Accom- 
plished During Year 

Was the Edmonton Hospital Board, 
with its newly elected members, to 
be permitted to complete the erection 
of a new and thoroughly up-to-date 
hospital in this city, or ‘was it to be 
handicapped in the work which lay 
before it by an agitation to convert 
the hospital into a municipally-owned 
institution? 

This important question confronted 
an exceptionally large number of the 
public hospital supporters at the an- 
nual meeting in All Saints’ school 
room yesterday afternoon. The an- 
nual meetings of previous years had 
been permitted to pass without espec- 
ial interest, but it was generally un- 
derstood that the question of taking 
the hospital out of the hands of the 
board of directors and making it-a 
municipally-owned institution would 
be proposed. It was practically to 
either oppose or support such a re- 
solution that nearly 100 citizens were 
present, nearly half of whom were 
ladyes. 

Who went prepared to support such 
resolution? It appears that the Lad- 
ies’ Hospital Aid and the United Aids 
Society were in favor of it, while Mrs. 
Arthur Murphy, president of the Lad- 
ies’ Aid, got the credit for setting the 
movement on foot. A resolution, the 
purport of which was that the question 
of municipal ownership be submitted 
to a vote of the people, was intro- 
duced by Mr. Travis Parker and sec- 
onded by Geo. Kenway, proprietor 
of the Great West Hotel on First 
street. Mrs, Arthur Murphy strongly 
supported the motion at a point when 
it was about to be withdrawn, On the 
vote being taken the resolution was 
overwhelmingly defeated, not more 
than ‘three votes being recorded in 
favor of it. 


The resolution introduced by Mr. 
Travis Barker was as follows: 

“That in the opinion of this meeting 
of subscribers of the Edmonton City 
Hospital assembled in annual meeting, 
the time ‘has arrived when some for- 
ward movement should be made to- 
wards placing the institution upon a 
more, commendable footing, embody- 
ing facilities at least on no less a 
scale to those offered by neighbor- 
ing sectarian institutions. 

“Further, that we demand, pending 
permanent facilities in the contem- 
plated new building, temporary ac- 
commodation shall be obtained, that 
maternity patients may receive that 
care befitting their state. 

“Further, that we, the subscribers, 
wish it to be placed on record that 
should a majority of the taxpayers of 
the city by any form of reliable ex- 
pression convey a demand that the 
city hospital shall become civic pro- 
perty operated by the city for the pub- 
lic good, the board whom this meet- 
ing have elected for the year 1910 
shall be amenable to such demand.” 

In speaking to the resolution, Mr. 
Barker assured the meeting that no 
antagonism to the retiring board was 
intended. He wanted to sce the pub- 
lic hospital brought to the standard 
of other hospitals in the city’ He 
wanted it to rise to the necessity of a 
maternity ward. Regarding news- 
paper opposition to the municipal 
ownership scheme, he said that an éd- 
itor could be a tyrant, could insert 
articles in his columns from personal 
motives, and could publish on Mon- 
day what somebody else had told 
him over Sunday. He contended that 
the request was based on the purest 
symptoms of humanitarism and that 
its endorsation by the meeting would 
compel the directors to see that it 
was an honest crs and that there 
was no vindictiveness behind it. 

John A. McDougall, M.P.P., re- 
counted the work of the hospital 
board during the eleven years of its 
existence 'to the present time. He 
said that it was tiow in a position tio 
go ahead and accomplish something. 
A new site was secured on the Hud- 
son’s Bay Reserve and the board had 
the old hospital site to dispose of, Its 
assets over liabilities were $45,000 


with’a grant of $50,000 promised from 


the city also to the good as a result 
of twelve years’ work. Mr. McDott, 
all contended that if the subject of ‘the 
resolution was lef! an open question 
the board would be delayed another 
year in carrying the erection of a new 
hospital to completion. 

“The new hospital which the board 
will erect will be ready for occupa- 


tion by the close of this year,” said 
A. C. Fraser. “The least this meeting 
can do is to endorse the work of the 
past board and urge the new mem- 
bers to proceed along the same lines. 
It is a crime to make a change at this 
stage. Let the attitude of everyone 
present be to lend a helping ‘hand and 
use all possible influence to get the 
new hospital finished as soon as pos- 
sible. If this resolution must ibe con- 
sidered let it come in 1911 rather 
than in 1910.” 

Mr. Travis Barker was touched by 
the appeal to Edmonton citizenship. 
In his reply he said the gist of the 
resolution was to get the ladies re- 
lieved of the drudgery of ‘making 
house to house collections. He wish- 
ed to withdraw the motion hoping that 
the moral of the resolution would not 
be lost. His reason was that some of 
the members of the board thought that 
a personal attack was  imtended — for 
them. 

Mrs. Murphy wished to speak to the 
motion before the consent of the sec- 
onder was secured. She referred to 
the newspaper editorial which said 
that the souls of Edmontonians would 
wither if the institution were made 
municipally owned. The private do- 
nations of 1908 amounted to but 
$90.85. 

“The way the philanthropy of the 
city is conducted is undignified,” said 
Mrs. Murphy. “It is a disgrace to 
have the hospital conducted by charity 
balls and other society functions. 
Some other method is to be devised. 

Mrs. Murphy said the people had to 
decide the question of municipal own- 
ership, but she would dislike to see 
a board that would veto the wishes 
of the people. She said it was a mis- 
take to draw‘comparisons, but. said 
that the Saskatoon public hospital was 
successful during the seven months of 
its existence and that the conditions, 
although on a smaller scale, were ex- 
actly the same as existed in Edmon- 
ron. She could not understand Why 
Edmonton. business men could not 
favor the principle of public owner- 
ship when they had adopted it in al- 
most every other public utility. 

Dr. W. A. Wilson) and Duncan 
Smith opposed the resolution, the 
former on the ground «hat publicly 
owned hospitals were generally a fail- 
ure, such as the Edmonton Isolation 
Hospital, and the latter said the pre- 
sent public hospital was a disgrace to 
Protestantism and no move should be 
made to hand anything over to the city 
until the new up-to-date hospital had 
been completed. 


The refernce to the Isolation Ilos- 
pital by Dr. Wilson drew a reply from 
Mrs. Murphy, who drew a picture of 
a deplorable condition which had ex- 
isted at the hospital. 

Dr. Ferris said that a new hospital 
was a necessity as 400 beds for pati- 
ents were required today. 

The motion was put and lost by 
an ovetwhelming vote. 

Previous to the discussion on the 
above question the matter of electing 
offices for the ensuing year was taken 
up. The rule was enforced that only 
those who had paid the $5 fee were to 
be entitled to vote. This led to a 
general desire to secure the franchise 
and the list of members increased 
from go to 126 ina few minutes. Nom- 
inations resulted in twenty names be- 
ing submitted from which the follow- 
ing twelve directors for the year 1910 
were chosen: J. A. McDougall, M. 
P.P., K. W. McKenzie, A. E. May, T. 
M. Turnbull, S. W. Candy, Ald. J. D. 
Hyndman, Ald. Armstrong, Ald. 
Lundy, E. C. Bowker, A. B. Campbell, 
At C. Fraser and G. R. I. Kirkpat- 
rick. 

A ticket of candidates bearing the 
endorsation of the Ladies’ Hospiial 
Aid and the United Aids Society was 
circulated.

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FROM JOCKEY 
TO LAND OWNER 


“Morny” Cannon, the Greatest Rider 
Who Ever Threw His Leg 
Over a Saddle 


Mornington Cannon, son of ‘Tom 
Cannon, and at one time by far the 
most popular jockey in England, pos- 
sessing a bigger following than even 
the great I'red Archer himself, has 
been giving his ideas on present day 
jockeyship, and some recollections, 
From 1894 to 1899 were about Can- 
non’s best years, and he several times 
headed the list of winning jockeys. 
Mlying Fox that became Mr. M. Fi. 
Blane’s at $245,000, was the best horse 
he ever rode, so ‘he says, and he won 
the Derby on him for the late Duke of 
Westminster in 1899, Cannon’s high- 
est number of wins were: 1894, 167; 
1895, 184; 1896. 164; 1897, 145; 1898, 
140; and in ‘1899, 120, Prior to ‘Tod 
Sloane’s advent and the introduction 
of his style, Cannon was regarded as 
the greatest horseman of his day. He 
retired, owing to rheumatism. Where- 
as there used to be ten or a dozen 
lirst rate jockeys in England, there are 
now but two or three. 

Cannon graduated in a strict riding 
school, too, presided over by ‘I. Can- 
non Sr, and ofien rode five hours 
a day in his youth, summer and winter. 
He considers that in order to become 
perfect, jockeys should not be taught 
the crouch in the elementary stages, 
as the youngsters cannot possibly ob- 
tain perfect control over their horses. 
The seat should be modified, so Can- 
non considers, ‘This, he thinks, works 
admirably for free-going ‘horses, not, 
however with those that require hu- 
moring. Sloan, he considers, was a 
genius. He, first of all, rode hard 
from end to end of a race; after that 
he adopted the waiting style. Few 
who have copied him, Cannon consid- 
ers, ever achieved his brilliancy, for 
they did not possess his remarkable 
judgment of pace, ‘held to be the su- 
preme art of jockeyism. 

It is doubtful whether Cannon’s re- 
cord at Doncaster in 1894 was ever 
beaten, of every equalled, in England, 
as he rode ten winners in the four days 
or all the principal winners at the 
meeting. Cannon also rode Eager and 
Lundridge in both their famous 
matches, also Safety Pin at Derby in 
1895 for King Edward (then Prince of 
Wales) against Sir M. Fitzgerald's 
Princess Patsy. He won this match 
on Safety Pin by five lengths. Both 
were two year olds. He was personal- 
ly congratulated by King Edward. 
Mornington Cannon now leads the life 
of a country gentleman at Sunydale 
Park, near,Ascot, where golf and fox- 
hunting are his principal amusements.
